It used to be said that well-to-do and rich people 
could pay most of the taxes, so the rest of us needn't 
worry too much about .the cost of government.

Unhappily, however, 
due to the seemingly ever-growing numbers of trig- 
ger-happy hunters, this precaution is not invariably 
successful. 

On September 23rd, Red Hat Day was observed. 
Sponsored by the Portland, Oregon, chapter of the 
Izaak Walton League, it has been given national 
recognition. Its object is" to make hunting safe — and 
to protect our hunting lands from fire and other 
ravages. 

Obviously that can't be done in one day. So 
Red Hat Day itself will simply be used to intensive- 
ly publicize 'the problem and -to point to solutions. 
The work will go on, in cooperation with conserva- 
tion organizations, schools, farm and" business groups, 
sportsmen's clubs, and local, state and national gov- 
ernmental agencies. 

Governor Patterson of Oregon finds that there 
has been an increase in reports of vandalism, fire- 
arm accidents, and game law violations. He adds: 
"Perhaps only one in a thousand hunters is to 
blame for these reports of poor sportsmanship,, but 
unless we can roach him through the Red Hat Day 
program, he is jeopardizing the hunting future for 
all of us."

The Low Down From Hickory Grove 

You know, for something refreshing I note this 
"go-ahead" by the Govt, to a private concern to 
build a power station in that open country on the 
Snake River of Idaho and Oregon. With the pri- 
vate concern— versus the Govt. — shouldering the 
200 or so million buck job, the folks in that grand 
northwest land will see the concern paying taxes — 
lightening the load on them. They will see too, that 
the rates they pay for kilowatts will be decided by 
the Commissions of their own states. Govt, owned 
stations pay no taxes and charge rates as they jolly 
well please. 

And then too, other states — 46 of 'em — will bene- 
fit by the Govt, not being in the picture. The pri- 
vate concern will pay federal taxes and that will 
ease, in a degree, federal taxes throughout the 
country. 

All in all, it is refreshing. Socialism has been 
given a jab in its midriff there in Hell's Canyon. It 
indicates that we may yet recover our balance after 
our twiddling of our toes in the Europe-type, dis- 
couraging set-up where individual initiative is hot 
of' the free wheeling type — and the Govt, is the Big 
Smoke in railroads, phones, radio, kilowatts, false 
teeth, and what have you. Socialist-minded poli- 
ticians are going to sound-off on Hell's Canyon — 
along with their similarly inclined brethren — but 
while they talk much, they won't say much — any- 
way, of importance.

Round Lake, Long Lake, Inglesidc, 
Fox Lake,/ Antioch, Lake Villa 
Township, Grass Lake, Rondout, and 
Channel Lake. 

Funds raised in the campaign will 
be used for the budget year Nov. 1, 
1955 to October 31, 1956. Mr. Vor- 
relter said, "While there will be 
two "Boy Scout Campaigns In \055, 
contributors should understand that 
the^Roy Scout Campaign will in fu- 
ture years be conducted during the 
Foil months with but one annual 
drive. The reason for the change 
is to avoid duplication of the cam- 
paigns in January and February 
and to -hold Boy Scout Campaigns 
at the same time that communities 
with Chests raise funds for the 
social agencies in the community." 
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Post Office Building 
Like Antioch's Added 
■ 4 At Rate of l'/a a Day 

Contracts for leasing or long- 
term purchase of new buildings to 
be used by the Post Office Depart- 
ment have been signed at a rate of 
over one and one-half per working 
day during the post 18 months, Post- 
master General Arthur E. Sum- 
merfield reported today. 

Through the Department's Com- 
mercial Leasing Program and its 
Lease -Purchase method -for obtain- 
ing new modern buildings, the Post 
Office Department has either oc- 
cupied or will occupy, upon com- 
pletion, approximately 600 new 
units at an estimated construction 
cost of about $49 million dollars. 

This new construction is not part 
of a Federal Public Works Build- 
ing Program, As a matter pt'fict; 
no appropriations for Federal, con- 
struction of public buildings for 
postal use have been made since 
1938. ; -. 

The Commercial Leasing program 
permits the Department to make 
long-term non-cancellable leases. 
By this means new modern Postal 
facilities such as Antioch's post of- 
fice have, been erected to the De- 
partment's specifications and are 
leased from private enterprises, 
using funds provided by private in- 
vestors. This program has created 
about 35 million dollars in new 
construction during the last 18 
months. f 

The Lease-Purchase Program, 
passed by the 83rd Congress, Is ac- 
tually a "buy-out-of-rent" method 
for obtaining new modern postal 
facilities. Under this program, the 
Department^ is buying modern vi- 
taly-needed facilities substantially, 
like the average prudent American 
buys his home, in periodic payments 
like rent This program is designed 
to use the financing and construc- 
tion capacity of American business 
to provide modern buildings for 
Post Office use. 

While the Lease-Purchase pro- 
gram is relatively new, the 27 
projects presently approved; will 
create an estimated 14 million -dol- 
lars of new construction.

New System of Landing 
Aircraft with Mirrors 
Undergoes First Test 

A new system of landing aircraft 
at sea with mirrors and colored 
lights underwent its first tests last 
month on the Navy attack aircraft 
carrier USS Bennington. 

Based on an idea developed by 
the British Navy, the new landing 
system consists of a large concave 
mirror and banks of green and am- 
ber lights mounted on the port side 
of a carrier's angled flight deck. 

About 150 feet astern of the mir- 
ror is another row of lights, amber 
In color, which are reflected as en 
image or "blob" of light. It is the 
image in. relation to side reference 
lights which the pilot sees when 
making a landing. 

As the pilot approaches the flight 
deck for a landing, the position of 
the lights and an image in the mir- 
ror indicate whether his glide path, 
speed and altitude are in proper 
relation to each other lor a safe 
landing. _-... ? ■ 

The new system, -for both day and 
night operations, is known as the 
"deck landing mirror sight," the" 
combination may eventually replace 
the Landing Signal Officer who now 
brings the pilot and his aircraft to 
a landing with the use of hand- 
held paddles or lights. 

With 'the advent of jet aviation 
and the increased size and speed of 
modern aircraft, carrier operations 
have become more demanding on 
the LSO's abilities. 

According to Navy Cmdr. Amer- 
ico J. Vescovi, Project Officer lor 
the tests, "the hew system not only 
reduces the element of human er- 
ror, but also gives quick and accu- 
rate signals to the pilot— literally 
with the speed of light. It also al- 
lows/the pilot to pick up 'a reference 
signal at a far greater distance."

Old Ledgers Give 
Peek Info 1776 
Army Medical Kit 

WASHINGTON— Epsom salt, 
glaubcr's salt, castor oil, mercu- 
rial ointment, adhesive plaster, 
and cinchona bark were among the 
drugs used most during the Ameri- 
can Revolutionary War, according 
to information confirmed through 
the examination of some 1776 ac- 
count records of a Philadelphia 
apothecary shop. 

The story of how the American^ 
Revolutionary Army was crippled 
by lack of medical supplies and by 
internal feuds within the medical 
department hns been previously 
reported, but information about the 
all-important regimental medicine 
chests used by the Continental 
Army has been sketchy. The com- 
plete Inventory of some 20 medical 
chests that were furnished the 
Continental Congress for the newly 
organized , regiments from New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania, Virginia and 
North Carolina have been revealed 
through the study of the Waste 
Book of the Marshall Apothecary 
Shop, which Is preserved In the 
Historical Society of Pennsylvania. 

The records show that cathartics 
were the leading medicine em- 
ployed by the .American forces of 
1778. The regimental chest In- 
cluded 10 pounds of epsom salt; 
10 pounds of glauber's salt; IV* 
pounds of castor oil; 1 ft pounds of 
aloe; 2 pounds of jalap; and 1 
pound of rhubarb. Sedatives wera 
few, Including only 8 ounces of 
opium and 12 ounces of tincture of 
opium for an entire regiment. Cin- 
chona bark, from which quinine 
was later discovered, was in wide 
i use. 4 pounds being contained in 
the Continental chest 

Surgical dressings included 10 
pounds, of tow (a type of cloth, 
wrung out of hot water and applied 
as a stupe); 3 pounds of lint (a 
dressing .made by scraping old 
linen cloth; and 6 pounds of adhe- 
sive plaster. *

Professor Believes 
Too Much Leisure 
Time Poses Problem 

UNIVERSITY PARK,' Pa.— Lei- 
sure time can be a liability and 
for the first time lit the history of 
America, or any; other nation, the 
average TJ.S, worker has more lei- 
sure time than working time. 

"And thhj," nays Fred M. 
Coombs, professor of physical ed- 
ucation at the Pennsylvania State 
University, "con lead to a degen- 
, cratlon such as has befallen na- 
tions of the past which have 
achieved great amounts of leisure 
time for their peoples." 

Pointing to a great, need for in- 
creased recreational facilities, 
Coombs explains that the creation 
of such facilities can have lasting 
benefits, not only for Individuals, 
but for communities and the peo- 
ple as a whole. 

Citing the example of Lake Wal- 
lenpaupack, an .artificial lake de- 
veloped in Northeastern Pennsyl- 
vania, Coombs says that it not only 
provides recreational benefits, but 
has increased real estate values 
of the area 300 times. Vacationists 
spend $4,000,000 annually there and 
bow 1,100 cottages are found where 
tfiere had been 100 houses. 

Individuals can do much about 
their own recreation by interesting 
themselves in hobbies. He suggests 
hobbies in which the individual Is 
a participant rather than a spec- 
tator, one in which he can be suc- 
cessful since it's no fun to be a 
dud, and one that the individual 
can afford. 

Family hobbies and activities 
are Important. Coombs believes, 
since "the family that plays to- 
gether, stays together." 



Blushing Fashion 
In 16th Century 

LOS ANGELES— A lady had to 
be a lady in the -ltilh century. 

In the eyos dt.Barnaby Rich, a 
soldier turned -author who earned 
fame in Queen - Elizabeth's day as 
an expert on the fair sex, any 
woman who "powders her periwig, 
paints her face . . . and defbrmeth 
her selfe evry day with new fash- 
ions" was anything but a lady. 

Rich first achieved fame in 1581 
with a best-selling collection of 
stories dedicated to "the right 
courteous Gentlewomen, bothe of 
Englande and Irclande." One of 
his firmest convictions was that 
any woman who couldn't blush was 
not an honest woman, - 

In fact, wrote Rich, it should be 
enough to make an honest woman' 
blush merely to image that she 
cannot blush. 

He maintained in his books that 
his criticisms of women were 
based on scientific investigations. 
According to Dr. Paul A. Jorgen- 
son, associate professor of English 
on the Los Angeles campus of the 
University of California, and au- 
ihor of an article on Rich, the 
■early authority on women was 
soundly beaten on at least two 
occasions in Ireland by angry hus- 
bands.
